WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Cab- 
inet meeting teday lasted something 
over an hour, and was devoted exclu- 
Sively to the Spanish situation in gen- 
eral and to the forthcoming report of 
The tone: 
of the discussion was very firm and 
determined that there must come an 
end to the present state of affairs in 
Cuba. Secretary Long authorized the 
statement that the understanding be- 
fore the Cabinet was that the report 
would reach Washington next Thurs- 
day or Friday; that it was very volum- 
inous and that the publication and 
transmission to Congress would not oc- 
cur until next Monday or Tuesday, as 
the President would require that much 
time to give the document the mature 
consideration which its momentous 
character required. 

Other Cabinet officers stated that 
the general plan included the sending 
of a Presidential message along with 
the report,, the message to state that 
Spain had been called upon to make 
Suitable response to the case vresented 
by the court of inquiry. 

While the Cabinet associates of the 
President maintained their usual re- 
serve as to the exact character of 
their deliberations, yet it was con- 
ceded that the discussion proceeded on 
the -theory that the coming report 
would show that the Maine explusicn 
was not the result of an accident, but 
was due to an external caue. There 
is no doubt that substantial unanimity 
exists between the President and his 
Cabinet, both as to the Maine ques- 
tion and the general subject of Cuha. 

The possibility of a recourse to in- 


tervention in case Spain declines to 


nake suitable response to the represen- 
tations which the government will 
make after receiving the Maine report 
has been fully discussed, although nec- 
essarily it has been’ an abstract dis- 
cussion thus far, and no c clusion has 
been reachedsynor is it possible until 
the vital question as to the court's 
findings is before the President and 
the Cabinet. At the same time, there 
is a very evident intention to consider 
all eventualities, including the recourse 
to intervention, the recognition of in- 
dependence and other methods which 
appear to suitably meet the re:uire- 
ments of such a condition. 


It is believed to be the intention 
of the President, however, to bring 


about a very material and satisfactory 
condition in Cuba by what shall scem 
to be the best and most practicable 
method of obtaining this end. It is 
the hope of fhe administration that 
Spain herself will so far realize the 
situation as to see the necessity for 
such radical action on her part with 
respect to Cuba as shall command the 
approbation of this country, and thus 
at once put an end to all differences, 
Pending a decision con the govern 
meéent’s final policy no overtures or inti 
mations have been conveyed to the 
Spanish government, and there is n 
official knowledge as to how Spain 
would regard a recognition of Cubar. 
independence or intervention.

At the War Department bids were 
opened in the Bureau of Ordnance for 
supplying 470,000 pounds of brown pris- 
matic powder for the seacoast-fortifi- 
cation guns. There were only two bid- 
ders, the California Powder Company 
and the Dupont Powder Company. The 
former concern offered to supply the 
powder at the rate of 32.175 cents a 
pound, Twenty-one days after receiv- 
ing the contract they will begin deliver- 
ing the powder at the rate of 25,000 
pounds weekly. The Dupont bid 32.175 
cents a pound for that to be delivered 
at the powder arsenal at Dover, N. J., 
and 34.175 cents a pound for that to 
be delivered at the Benicia Arsenal in 
California.

All 
the work is now directed toward one 
end—preparation for war, if Spain, after 
Friday or Saturday, decides that she 
cannot tolerate intervention in Cuha 
by the United States. Secretaries Long 
and Alger were, as usual, given 
the lion’s share of the time to say how 
the officers under them have done their 
work: and all their reports have been 
in answer to the question: “Will you 
be ready to act, if necemsary, next 
week?”

Gomez to Undertake a 
‘Big Campaign. 


He Will Attack Fortified Towns 
Irom the Rear 


While Unele Sam’s Boats Shell 


Them in Front. 


A March of More Than Three Han-« 
dred Miles—Movement of Twenty 
Thousand Men—Disposition of 
the Troops. 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, March 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Word has been received in 
this city within the last twenty-four 
hours of the movement of troops west- 
ward in Cuba by Gen. Gomez. It fs the 
largest campaign ever undertaken by 
the Cuban commander, who has made 
his, plans to attack from the rear the 
fortified towns of the western prov- 
while Uncle “Sam's ships throw 
shot from the 
for a march of more than three hun- 
dred miles from some of the far eastern 
stations, and the withdrawing of 20,000 
men from Santiago de Cuba, Puerto 
Principe and Santa Clara. 

As in Sherman's march to’ the sea 
and Donephan’s to Mexico, this army 
will live off the country. It will be 
separatéd' from the base of supplies. 
The Spanish commanders know this, 
and are making preparations to check 
the march. Thirty days has been al-- 
lowed by Gomez for the bringing up 
of the Army of the East under Calixto 
Garcia. 

At present Garcia has 17,000 well- 
armed men, cavalry, artillery and in- 
fantry. The artillery will be left in 
Santiago: 14,009 of the Garcia troops, 
all veterans, seasoned and able to 
stand a month of the rainy séason, 
will march from Santiago through 
Puerto Principe and Santa Clara io 
join Gomez in Matanzas. A portion 
of this command is now on the way. 
They were reported as having passed 
within three miles of Las Lunas a 
week ago. A thousand men, scattered 
in small bands, will remain in Santiago 
to harass the Spanish supply trains 
and prevent an attempt to take any 
Cuban strongholds. ‘The artillery will 


“be used for defending hospitals in the 


mountains and the Cuban base of sup- 
plies in the province. The infantry 
will -be under command of Gen. Fran- 
cisco Carrillo. The cavalry of this 
army will be under command of Gen.

Today, in response to 
representations that have come to 
hand, the enlistment bureau gave no- 
tice that a board of officers would be 
detailed to visit various cities in the 
vicinity of,the great lakes, where it is 
}said there are a number of persons 
who would be willing to enter the serv- 
ice. Many of them aré, Scandinavians, 
who have been at sea in their native 
countries. 

The board will consist of Lieut. Simon 
Cook, Surgeon W. A: McClurg, and 
an engineer officer and a boatswain, 
who have not yet been named. They 
will visit St. Paul, Duluth, Milwaukee 
and Chicago. 

Word comes to the department that 
the recruiting board which has been 
at work at New Orleans has accom- 
plished good results.

MOST PECULIAR CASE.

KEY WEST, Fia.,) March 22.—The 
United States court of inquiry has at 
last finished its laborious work of in- 
vestigation of the disaster and has sub- 
mitted its report to Rear Admiral Sic- 
ard. Admiral Sicard said last night: 
“I could scarcely say that’ the 
report will leave tomorrow. The court 
has practically finished its work, but 
some details may engage its attention 
long enough to keep ‘the report here sev- 
eral days. I trust, however, that the 
Navy Department will have the docu- 
ments in a very short time.” 

The decision reached by the court 
is still a matter of surmise. Perhaps 
some significance may be attached and 
conclusions drawn from a remark made 
by Admiral Sicard last night when he 
said to a correspondent: “The case 
of the Maine is most peculiar, perhaps 
the most peculiar which has ever oc- 
curred in the history of the world.” 

From the general tone of his remarks, 
it might be inferred that the court 
findings do ‘not definitely .solve the 
mystery of the explosion. This’ is 
further borne out by the admiral’s 
statement that even after the report 
had been sent to Washington, the de- 
partment may require further investi- 
gation. It is certain, in any event, 
that when the report leaves today or 
later in the week, the court will remain 
in existence at the call of Admiral 
Sicard, the covening and reviewing au- 
thority. 

All rumors as to the report being 
already on its way to Washington 
were set at rest yesterday afternoon 
when Judge-Advocate Marix walked 
into the hotel and asked for Admiral 
Sicard. Behind Lieutenant-Commander 
Marix was an armed orderly with a 
large dispatch bag slung across his 
shoulders, and in that bag was the 
report of the court of inquiry. 

In the little writing-room of the 
hotel Lieutenant-Commander Marix 
personally delivered the report to Ad- 
miral Sicard. Commander West of 
Admiral Sicard’s staff then joined 
Lieutenant-Commander Marix and the 
trio walked upstairs to the admiral’s 
rooms. For two. hours ‘they were 
closeted together, going over the volum- 
inous papers. Lieutenant-Commander 
Marix then personally took the papers 


off-shore. If the report can be finally 
prepared today, to the admiral’s satis- 
faction, there is little doubt but that 
it will be taken on the afternoon boat 
to Miami. 

The feeling here last night, after it 
became known that the report had 
been turned over to the admiral, was 
one of relief. Naval officers and others 
discussed the probabilities of the court’s 
finding until a late hour. The gen- 
eral impression continues to prevail 
that the court has found that the Maine 
was intentionally blown up, but no 
new reasons were adduced for this con- 
clusion. 

The United States battleships Texas 
and Massachusetts passed here at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, on their 
way to Hampton Roads. 

The United States battleship Indiana 
arrived here from the Tortugas, and is 
anchored beside the battleship Iowa 
and the cruiser New York, six miles 
from shore. 

Commander Marix brought the report 
ashore from the Nashville today, and 
Admiral Sicard, with Commander Ma- 
rix, spent several hours in its further 
revision. All the officers of the Maine 
now here, except Paymaster’s Clerk 
MoCarthy, have received orders to 
leave for their homes and to await or- 
ders, as is the case of other officers who 
left here last week. This is considered 
to be evidence that the court will not 
require the corroboration of technical 
evidence, as was thought a few days 
ago. The majority. of Officers of the 
Maine left here this afternoon for 
Miami, and the remainder will leave 
tomorrow.

try. Some of the very men who con- 
ferred with the President in the morn- 
ing were during the afternoon looking 


at the declaration of war with Great 
‘Britain and the declaration by Con- 


gress that war actually existed through: 
the act of Mexico. 

“The sentiment of those who were 
called upon by the President, it has 
been learned, was that it would be 
extremely difficult to separate the 
catastrophe to the Maine from the gen- 
eral condition of the island, and that. 
whatever might be the plan of the 
President in this regard, Congress and 
the people would almost certainly cou- 
ple the two together. It was also quite 
evident to those who called on Presi- 
dent McKinley that he has reached 
the stage where he is willing to inter- 
vene to bring peace to the island.” 

MINORITY SENTIMENT.

Dynamite is Used to Blow Open 
Wells-Fargo’s Express Car 
from This City.

TRAVER, March 23.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Train No. 18, going north; was 
held up by train-robbers between 
Goshen and Traver. The Wells-Fargo 
car was blown up and is a complete 
wreck. The registered mail was rifled. 
No one was hurt. 


THE LOVREN-ARDELL GANG. 


They are Supposed to Be Respon- 
sible for the Outrage. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

FRESNO, March 23.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The northbound Southern Pa- 
cific passenger train, due here at mid- 
night, was held up last night a few 
miles north of Goshen by two men. 
The bandits blew up the express car 
and rifled one mail pouch, after which 
It is not known how 
much booty they secured. 

The hold-up, according to advices 
received here at 12:40 o’clock this morn- 
ing, occurred at .a little place called 
Cross Station, near King’s River. The 
train left Goshen, seven miles south 
of Cross station at about 10:30 o’clock. 

Railroad officials have not said a 
word, but there is a lurking suspicion 
that the men who held up the train be- 
long to the well-konwn Lovren-Ardell 
‘gang in Visalia,.and that it is a repeti- 
tion of the affair which happened two 
years ago, when one train-robber was 
killed. 

The north and south-bound trains 
used to meet just above Goshen Junc- 
tion, and on ‘the occasion referred to the 
original intention was to hold-up the 
north-bound train, which used to ar- 
rive here at 2:40 a.m. The hour has 
been changed to 11:50 a.m. The south- 
bound train is due at the scene of the 
hold-up about 1:50 a.m., and on the 
occasion of the last hold-up the plan 
of the robbers was changed at the last 
moment. 

The Lovren-Ardell gang has many 
friends in the section of country in

At 2:15 a.m., Sheriff Scott, with Dep- 
uties Peck, Timmins and Henry, has 
just left for the scene of the hold-up. 
The train which was held up has just 
moved back to Visalia, and will leave 
Goshen (north-bound) at 3 a.m. The 
express car is a total wreck. Visalia 
is the nearest point at which needful 
changes can be made. 


SAW TWO MEN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] _ 

VISALIA, March 23.—The robbery 
occurred at 10:55 o’clock. The express 
car was blown to atoms. The robbers 
secured one mail pouch, which was cut 
open and rified of its contents. 

The robbery occurred on the bridge 
at Cross Creek. So far as known no 
one was injured by the robbers. A 
saloonkeeper at Traver saw two men 
passing through that place early in 
the evening, and they are supposed to 
be the men who committed the crime. 
An officer named Meade was on the 
train which was held up. He at once 
gave the alarm, and the Sheriffs of 
Tulare, Kern and Fresno counties have 
organized posses who are now on the 
trail of the robbers. It is reported 
that some of the passengers were also 
relieved of their valuables. Details re- 
garding the manner in which the train 
was held up are meager, but it is 
known that dynamite was used to blow 
open the express car.

PANDO NOT RECALLED. 


Brig.-Gen. Cabrera ‘Dead—A Skirmish 
at Gibaro. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 


HAVANA, March 22.—[By Key West 
Cable.] The rumors that Gen. Pando 
has been recalled, and is awaited here 
with 60,000 men are pronounced to be 
without foundation. Gens. Pando and 
Salcedo, it is given out, are continuing 
their operations in Puerto Principe 
Province. 

The Spanish cruiser Alfonso XIII en- 
tered the new floating dock today, in 
order to have her’ bottom cleaned.

NEGOTIATIONS FOR BOATS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 22. — Ne- 
gotiations for the purchase of ships 
abroad are going steadily forward, but 
there was a regrettable disappoint- 
ment in this connection today. The 
authorities have been exceedingly anx- 
ious to get the big torpedo cruiser 
Tupes, built for Brazil. She is one of 
the most formidable torpedo’ craft 
afloat, her size placing her in_ the 
cruiser class, while her torpedo arma- 
ment gives her the effectiveness of a 
torpedo boat and cruiser combined. It 
was learned positively today, however, 
that the Brazilian government would 
not part with the Tupes, and this closes 
ihe negotiations. 

In a small measure this was offset 
by the success of the navy in secur- 
ing a tfim little Yarrow-built launch, 
which, though small, will serve as a 
harbor torpedo boat. Her speed is 16 
knots, or better. Her armament con- 
sists of two Hotchkiss one-pound quick- 
fire guns and the torpedo tube. She 
is of the same class of craft as_ the 
Moxito, built for the Brazilian navy. 
The price paid for her was less than 
$25,000, with her armament complete, 
delivered at New York. Being so small, 
she will be shipped over on one of the 
Atlantic liners. She has not yet taken 
on the dignity of a name. The Navy 
Department was notified today of the 


the gunboats Castine and Wilmington 
at Port Antonio, Jamaica. This isl- 
and is about ithe same distance from 
the south shore of Cuba as Key West 
is from the north shore. 

The Marblehead has gone from Port 
Tampa to Dry Tortugas. The officials 
state that there is a mistake in the 
Key West dispatch saying that the 
Massachusetts, as well as the Texas, 
passed out yeterday for Hampton 
Roads.

Will Not Be Present When the New 
Battleships are Launched.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—With the 
Cabinet officers ait the White House 
and Mr. Roosevelt before the Naval 
Committee there was a lull about the 
Navy Department today. Secretary 
Long had @ busy hour, however, before 
he left for the Cabinet meeting. Judge 
Day came over and had an extended 
talk with the Naval Secretary. 

President Orcutt ‘of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Company also 
talked with Mr. Long on the plans 
of the launching of the new battleships 
Kearsarge and Kenttucky, alt Newport 
News next Thursday. Mr. Long is 
not likely to .attend the launching, 
as Thursday is the day on which the 
report of the court of inquiry may be 
received. For the same reason many 
of the naval officials who had expected 
to see these fine ships glide into the 
water will be unable to attend the 
launching. 

A distinguished party is to leave 
here tomorrow night, however, includ- 
ing members of the Senate and House 
Naval Committees and such naval offi- 
cers as are nat pressed by ‘the present 
comditions.

Instead of waiting 
for the regular appropriation, we will 
haye the benefit of the emergency fund, 
While we regret our share of it is not 
larger, we are glad to be able to go 
on with our work at Forts Hamilton 
and Hancock now, just as we are com- 
pleting what the previous appropria- 
tion allowed us to do. It enables us 
to do the work more satisfactorily and 
to keep our men together. 

“The future work will be a continu- 
ance of the plans long ago prepared for 
defending this harbor with modern ord- 
nance. We do not expect to make use 
of the ground secured several years 
ago adjoining the Fort Hamilton reser- 
vation as a site for a moFtar battery, 
as there are not funds enough for this 
purpose allotted at the present time. 
Neither will we make any use of tho 
site for a mortar battery on Plumb 
Island, between Sheepshead Bay and 
Barren Island, which was purchased at 
the same time. Nothing has been done, 
so far is I know, in regard to the 
erection of a mortar battery or any 
other means of defense on the west- 
ern end of Rockaway Beach. The 
government owns no aite there. 

“This country is well enough equip- 
ped for war with Spain, Argentina or 
any other second-class power. But in 
case of war with a first-class power 


such as we call ourselves, where would. 


we be? We do not want to. have to 
call upon the navy to defend our sea- 
ports, but we should have harbors so 
well defended thatevessels can put 
into them for supplies and then gail 
out again to annoy and harass the 
enemy. We have more than a thousand 
miles of unprotected seacoast, but war- 
ships will not shell a comparatively 
bare coast. Such places as Atlantic 
City and Long Branch are at the 
mercy of any armed foreign vessel in 
case of war, but nothing would be 
gained by wasting ammunition on 
them, so there should be no fear for 
them. An enemy: would not strike un- 
less the blow is likely to be effective.” 

The bad weather made the regular 
army soldiers camping at Fort FElan- 
cogk, on Sandy Hook, uncomfertable, 
and they protested against the shelter 
afforded them. A demand wa® mace 
upon the quartermaster’s department 
on Governor's Island for more tents. 

Orders were sent to Philadelphia at 
once for the number needed, and they 
will be shipped at once. The work 
on the new barracks is to be hurried 
as much as possible, and as fast as 
they are made ready they will be oc- 
cupied. There are thirty-eight new 
structures being erected by the gov- 
ernment on Sandy Hook, including of- 
ficers’ quarters, barracks, a hospital 
and houses for married men and their 
families.

SHERIFF LYNDON’S QUEST 


LOOKING FOR MURDERER DUNHAM 
IN MASSACHUSETTS, 


The California Butcher Thought to 
Be Identical With Paul Mueller, 
Who is Suspected of Killing a 
Brookfield Family. . 


[B¥ DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

BOSTON, March 22.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Sheriff James H. Lyndon of 
San José, Santa. Clara county, Cal., 
who brought Edward A. Lowe, the 
absconding postoffice. clerk to Boston, 
will remain in this State about one 
week in search of one of the most 
brutal murderers of the century. The 
murderer is James C. Dunham, who 
killed a family of four persons and two 
servants in Campbell, Cal. Dunham Jis 
thought to be identical with Paul 
Mueller, who is suspected of murdering 
the Newton family at Brookfield, Mass., 
in January last. He was a farm 
hand. 

Sheriff Lyndon has photographs and 
a description of Dunham in his posses- 
sion, and will visit Brookfield tomorrow 
for the purpose of determining whether 
Dunham and Mueller is the same per- 
son. Since the Newton murders, Dun- 
ham’s name has been fréquently men- 
tioned in connection with the murders, 
as both were carried out by the mur- 
derer in a similar manner. 

The Sheriff has already followed 
clews through the Northwestern States, 
Mexico ang Texas, but so far has not 
located his man. A reward of $1000 
offered by the Governor of California 
and another of $10,000 by the citizens of 
Santa Clara county will be placed for 
the capture of Dunham, dead or alive. 

Although Sheriff Lyndon is not posi- 
tive that his visit to Brookfield will 
result in the identification of Mueller 
being Dunham, he is going to make 
the trip to satisfy the citizens of his 
county, who are anxious that no stone 
be left unturned to apprehend the mur- 
derer. He is armed with photographs 
and descriptions. The Newton family 
consisted of a farmer, his wife and 
adopted 9-year-old daughter, who al] 
were killed barbarously by an ax.

PACIFIC PARSIMONY 
PRODUCES RESULTS. 


Trainmen Crushed Under Cars That 
Could not Run Upon Defective 
Track—Officials Refuse to Give 
Information—Noné of the Pub- 
lic’s Businesr. 


A disastrous wreck occurred yester- 
day morning on the Southern Pacific 
near Whitewater, in Riverside county. 
One, ,if not two, deaths will probably 
result. The accident was directly due 
to the unsafe condition of the track. 
Owing to Uncle Collis’s parsimonious 
economy, the number of track walkers 
and section hands had been so much 
reduced as to make proper inspection 
and attention to the track impossible. 

A heavy east-bound freight train was 
passing through Whitewater at high 
speed, when a defective section of track 
was reached. A part of the train 
passed over it in safety, but five or six 
cars jumped the track, carrying ee “x 
them two of the trainment, L. 
— and Lloyd M. Best, both of this 
city 

The men were terribly crushed and 
mangled. It is doubtful whether Eisler 
will reeover. Both men were brought 
back to this city. ; 

The extent of the loss to the railroad 
is not yet fully known, amt it will be 

considerable. 

Every possible effort was made by 
the Southern Pacific officials to keep al 
knowledge of the wreck from the pub- 
lic. Inquiries were made at Arcade De- 
pot, but the subaerdinates there had 


| been instructed not to give out any in- 


formation whatever concerning the dis- 
aster. . 

Later in the evening, inquiry was 
made by telephone of Chief Train Dis- 
patcher Tom McCaffrey. It was well 
known that McCaffrey was in full pos- 
session of the facts, but he asserted 
that “he had received no particulars of 
the accident.’’ Further questions only 
elicited a refusal to give any informa- 
tion, though he was forced to admit 
that he had learned the details of the 
wreck. With the usual insolence of the 
Southern Pacifi’s lackeys; he evidently 
took the ground that when the’ rail- 
road’s trainmen are killed or maimed, 
the’ public has no business to concern 
itself in the affair.

MAN SHOOTS HIS WIFE AND 
KILLS HIMSELF. 


Both Nearly Seventy Years Old—Man 
Said to Be Abusive When 
Drunk.

EVIDENCES OF A STRUGGLE. 


BODIES NOT FOUND UNTIL THE 
FOLLOWING DAY. 


Pioneer Crowley Dead — Portiand 
Politics—Reports Show Too Mach 
Frost and Wind and Too Little 
Moisture Everywhere. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORTLAND (Or.,) March 22.—At 
Cascade Locks, forty miles east of here, 
last night Louls Gebhard, aged 70, shot 
and killed his wife, aged 65, and then 
blew out his own brains. The shoot- 
ing was heard last night, but no at- 
tention was paid to it and the bodies 
were not found until today. 

Gebhard had lived with his wife for 
the last ten or twelve years on a 
farm. Frequent quarrels had occurred 
between them for many years, and 
when intoxicated, it is said he was 
abusive. Blood stains were found about 
the room, showing that a struggle had 
taken place. 

Mrs. Gebhard evidently started to 
flee from her husband, but she only 
reached the front porch where he shot 
her and she was. found lying on the 
edge of the porch. 

After committing the murder, Geb- 
hard walked into the house and lying 
down upon a lounge, placed the pistol 
to his head and sent a bullet into his 
brain. 

Gebhard, who had been in ill-health, 
it is said of late imagined that his 
wife was trying to cause his death. 
The aged couple leave a daughier,, Mrs. 
Morin, who. resides with her husband 
at Fort Stevens, Or. 


CLIMATE AND CROPS, 


The Former Sleported Unsatisfac- 
tory Everywhere. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.—The 
following is a summary of the Weather 
Bureau's bulletin of the crop and cli- 
mate conditions throughout the State 
for the week ending March 21: The 
week has been very unfavorable for 
vegetation, being both cold and dry. 
At the end of February the prospects 
of a bountiful fruit yield, in the north- 
ern portion of the State, particularly, 
were very bright. 

The past week has been marked by 
injurious frosts and low temperatures. 
Ttroughout the State the temperature 
has averaged about 7 deg.. below the 
normal. The rainfall was again 
deficient and in the great valleys, es- 
pecially the Sacramento, only light 
showers fell and these were of little 
value to growing crops. 

The heavy frosts occuring night after 
night have done great damage to de- 
ciduous fruits which were well ad- 
vanced, Apricots, 
peaches have been badly damaged; cit- 
rus fruits are reported in some places 
as probably uninjured, having been pro- 
tected by smudging. The full extent 
of the damage cannot yet be deter- 
mined. 

Heavy north winds have also had a 
bad effect upon . vegetation. Early 
sown grain suffered less than late sown. 
Small fruits have suffered and straw- 
berries are reported as injured in some 
localities. 

Vegetables also have felt the effects 
of the cold, dry conditions. Pasturage 
is poor in many of the southern coast 
counties and cattle are being moved te 
other sections where grazing can be 
had. 

DISCOURAGING PROSPECTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
VISALIA, March 22.—It is conceded 
by orchardists that last night’s freeze 
has resulted in an almost total loss 
of the fruit crop. The thermometer 
fell to 18 deg. It was the coldest 
weather that has ever been experienced 
here in the fruit blossoming season. 
Fruit-growers are discharging their 
hands, and the fruit industry has re- 
ceived a blow from which it cannot re- 

cover for several years. 

The prospects for grain are discour- 
aging. Wheat needs moisture, and the 
crop will be light, if rains are not 
forthcoming. Heavy north winds have 
absorbed what moisture there was in 
the soil. 

ALL CROPS HAVE SUFFERED. 

[ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT. } 

SACRAMENTO, March 22.—-The frost 
was not severe here this morningowing 
to the prevalence of a strong, dry wind 
from the north. It seems to be an open 
question as to which has the worst 
effect on crops, the frost or the dry 
winds. But while the latter prevail 
the frost is held back. There is no 
doubt that all crops, fruit, grain and 
vegetables, have suffered severely the 
past week from frost and north winds. 


REPORTS VARY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


FRESNO, March 22.—Reports vary re- 
garding the damage done by frost in 
this locality, but the facts, summed up 
in a general way, make it a certainty 
that the bulk of the apricct, nectarine 
and almond crop has been destroyed, 
while peaches of some varieties are 
badly damaged, and others are but lit- 
tle hurt. Pears, apples and prunes 
seem to be hurt but little. 


EARLY FROST DID THE WORK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


STOCKTON, March 22.—The fruit- 
raisers of San Joaquin county lost most 
of their crops by the earlier frosts and 
that of last night did no more dam- 
age. The succeeding frosts in the 
reclaimed sections have cut down the 
grain so farmers fear they will not 
raise crops unless more rain and 
warmer weather comes very soon. 

On Roberts Island, which is the large 
which wheat and barley 
crops were expected, the grain has 
been cut down by frosts and 1s flat. 
On the lower division there is sufficient 
moisture to produce crops if the grain 
has not been killed by the cold, but 
the center sections of the island are 
very dry and the grain could not re- 
cover from the frost without plenty 
of rain, and there is no present indica- 
tion of a sprinkle. On the uplands in 
the northern and northeastern sections 
of the country the grain crops are good 
and will yield well, but fruit is lost. 

SAN JOSE STILL HOPES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


SAN JOSE, March 22.— The orchard- 
ists and farmers of this locality still 
entertain hopés for good crops, al- 
though the weather has not been the 
best desired. According to late reports 
from different parts of the county, no 
fruit seems to have been affected by 
recent frosts excepting apricots and 


almonds and éarly” 


the damage to them has been slight 
and only in low localities. 

Moderate showers during the’ next 
three weeks will insure good average 
crops.

Spreckeis's Daughter Takes Steps to 
Regain Her Property.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.,—The

«“HONOLULU, March 15. — Mrs. 
Thomas Watson, née Emma Spreckels, 
has taken the first step to recover the 
property in this city and in the islands, 
amounting to more*® than $1,000,000, 
which she deeded back to her father, 
Claus Spreckels, at the time when she 
married. Her attorneys have placed 
with W. G. Irwin & Co. notices for 
all occupants of the property in dis- 
pute, ordering them to vacate at once. 
In the batch of notices the occupants 
of the Spreckels Block and about 
twenty others were served and ordered 
to vacate. 

“Irwin & Co. will pay no attention to 
the notices, claiming that.the property 
rightfully belongs to Claus Spreckels. 
They hold a long lease on the building, 
and sublet to the present occupants. 
Mrs. Watson's attorneys will be forced 
to go Into court and seek the ejectment 
of the tenants; then the matter wil: 
come up for judicial determination. 
Mr@ Watson admits that she deedea 
the property over to her father, but 
insists that the deed is invalid because 
it does not bear the signature of her 
husband.

Two Men Killed by an Explosion

‘DR. FOREST’S SYSTEM. 


DESCRIBED FROM PECUNIARY NOP 
HYGIENIC STANDPOINT. 


Robert J. Freeman Tells About His 
Rheumatiam and Fifty-nine 
Handred Dollars That Once 
Were His—President McElwee’s 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, March 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The arrest In Los Angeles 
of Dr. Willlam E. Forest has brought 
to light the fact that there are several 
dozen people here who are anxiously 
awaiting the result of the extradition 
proceedings in order to add their com- 
plaints to the one on which the physi- 
clan was arrested. 

Dr.. Forest, as the head of the dis- 
cretionary pool business, is said to 
have made considerable money in '96 
and ‘97, while others were not so for- 
tunate. Dr. Forest lived in Waverly 
Place in this city, and his sign ig still 
on the house, another physiciam hav- 
ing purchased his practice and the 
right to retain his name. Dr. Forest 
went into Wall street in 1895 and set 
to work to invent @ miraculous system 
of speculation, by which it would. be 
impossible to lose. 

When completed, he called it the 
“Forest fluctuating system,” and at 
his suggestion a number of his pa- 


tients put some small sums into his* 


hands to be invested on the condition 
prescribed by the system. At that time 
Dr. Forest did his speculating through 
the brokerage firm of C. 
sel & Co. He advertised his system 
and in the fall of 1895 the speculating 
business he conducted assumed guch 
proportions that he had to give up his 
practice of medicine entirely. Then it 
Was that he took offices at No. 50 
Broadway, and began flooding the 
country with circulars. 

They were of the usual kind, promis- 
ing investors returns of 4, 5 and 6 per 
cent. a week for their money. A good 
many good dollars poured into his of- 
fice to be invested on the fluctuating 
plan. 

The specific charge agaist Forest, on 
which an attempt will be made to ex- 
tradite him, is the larceny of $5900, on 
complaint of Robert J. Freeman, an 
oil dealer of Williams street. Freeman 


'}says he went to Dr. Forest early in 
and 


"95 to be treated for rheumatism, 
lent him $5900 cash, taking for security 
some stock in the National Bonsilate 
Button Company, the face value of 
which was just $5900. 

Freeman -found out afterward this 
stock did not belong to Forest at all, 
but had been intrusted to him by Pres- 
ident Alexander McElwee of the Bonsi- 
late Button Company. McElwee was 
another patient of Forest's, and had let 
him have the stock that he might raise 
a loan of $2500. McElwee never got a 
cent of his $2500, or his stock, and Free- 
man has not seen his $5900 again. 

Freeman though, through his attor- 
ney, Henry Furlong, traced Forest to 
Los Angeles, and last Thursday learned 
the doctor was about to depart for 
Alaska. He applied to Magistrate Cor- 
nell for a warrant for grand larceny, 
and as soon as one was issued, the or- 


der to arrest Forest was telegraphed to

We urgently re- 
quest your coéperation and = support, 
and ask that you insist upon its be- 
ing in the office you favor with your 
patronage, and that you order it placed 
upon your printing whenever con- 
venient. The small-sized label is espe- 
cially adapted for use or office sta- 
tionery, and while its appearance on 
such work does not mar the effect of 
the printing, it is a public guarantee 
that you favor fair conditions, union 
hours and wages.” 

The object of this outgiving is appa- 
rent upon its face. It is an appeal 
at once to the prejudices and _ the 
fears of those business men whom the 
authors of the circular believe to be 
weak enough to allow themselves to 
be cajoled or coerced into wearing the 
collar of the “Allied Printing Trades 
Council of Los Angeles.” While no 
open threat is conveyed in the above 
circular, the methods of the Typo- 
graphical Union and its affiliated or- 
ganizations are so well known that 
the request amounts in point of fact 
to a threat against those who refuse 
to wear the badge of servitude.

DAMAGE BY FRCSTI. 

Some criticisms have been received 
from various sections of Southern 
California of the map recently pub- 
lished in THe Toms, showing the 
citrus-fruit lands and the frost chan- 
nels, the map being accompanied by 
an article describing the varying ef- 
fects of the recent cold straps cn dif- 
ferent citrus-growing sections. 

Such criticism was to have been ex- 
pected. It is a most ticklish thing to 
say anything. however true, about the 
effects of frost in Southern California. 
This is not surprising, considering the 
fact that the question of whether a 
particular tract of land is or is not 
safe for the production of citrus fruits 
may mean a difference of 300 or 400 
per cent. in the value of that land. 
Yet it is desirable and necessary that 
the truth in regard to this matter 
should be known and published, in or- 
der that we may not deceive ourselves, 
or outsiders, in regard to the possi- 
bilities of various sections. To do so 
might result in some little temporary 
advantage to individuals, but it would

a black eye for many years. TgiE

- Among the appointments sent to the 
Senate yesterday by the President was 
that of Angus J. Crookshank for the 
position of Register of the 
States Land Office at Los Angeles. 
This puts an end to a scramble for the 
office that has been in progress almost 
ever ‘since the present administration 
came in. 

There were originally four aspirants 
from Los Angeles for the appointment. 
They were Capt. Gilbert E. Overton, 
Charles J. Ellis, T. F. Laycock ana 
Col. M. R. Vernon. For the office ot 
Receiver of Public Moneys there was 
originally but one Los Angeles candi- 
date, Major Bonsall. 

Before the contest for the Register- 
ship had gone fat, Senator Perkins 
made it known as his idea of geo- 
graphical distribution, that all the 
Federal offices in the district could not 
be filled by men from Los Angeles 
county, and that the office of Register 
should go to San Bernardino county. 
Accordingly, Maj. J. W. Diss was fixe) 
upon for the place. | 

This decision was acquiesced in by 
Republicans of Los Angeles (not cffice 
seekers) with whom Senator Perkins 
conferred, 

So the matter stood for months, 
everybody, so far as known, waiting 
in the belief that Maj. Diss was cer- 
tain of the appointment, when the 
proper time should come. But after 
the appointment of the youth Kinney 
to the office of Receiver of Public 
Moneys. Senator Perkins appears to 
have been reminded by someone in 
Washington or California, that at least 
one of the two offices should be filled 
by a lawyer. This seemingly turnea 
his attention away from the San Ber- 
nardino aspirant. 

About the time the Senator returned 
home to San Francisco,-last fall, he is 
known to have changed his mind about 
the: appointment of Maj. Diss, and tu 
haye ‘reached the conclusion that the 
appointee should be a lawyer ana 
should come from Orange county. 
Thereupon the Senator began a search 
for such a man, one who could fill the 
requirements. He communicated with 
his political’ friends in Orange county. 
A good man was soon found in A. J. 
Crookshank, who, received the indorse- 
ment of the Republican County Central 
Committee of Orange County. Mr. 
Crookshank has the reputation of being 
a thorough business man, of good char- 
acter and standing, and though not 
a practicing attorney, possessed of 
sufficient knowledge of law, it is said, 
to meet the requirements of the office. 
Although Mr. Crookshank has a tem- 


“porary residence in Los Angeles, his in- 


terests are in Orange county, and he 
is regarded as an Orange county man. 

Under these circumstances it was 
naturally supposed by Mr. Crookshank 
and his friends that the contest was 
settled in his favor, and they had a 
right to expect as much. It was there- 
fore a decided surprise when, within 
the last month, Senator Perkins an- 
nounced to an Orange county friend, 
of whom he had originally asked as- 
sistance in selecting a man for the 
office, that he must not be surprised or 
displeased if Mr. Crookshank were not 
his purpose to 
recommend Assemblyman B. C. Ken- 
yon of Long Beach, thus coming back 
into the forbidden field of Los An- 
geles county for a man for the office. 
Kenyon was, furthermore, without one 
of the qualifications previously con- 
sidered necessary, for he is not a 
lawyer. 

The appointment made yesterday 
makes it apparent that Senator Per- 
kins once more came back to his second 
choice, Mr, Crookshank. 

The scramble for the office has been 
an eager one. Following a@re_ the

The people of California will elect 
two Supreme Court Justices in No- 
vember. The terms of Justices McFar- 
land and Van Fleet expire with this 
year. Since the adoption of the present 
Constitution in 1879, the south has had 
but two representatives, Justice Ross 
and Justice Works, upon the Supreme 
Bench. The feeling is strong that this 
end of the State deserves recognition 
when the coming vacancies are filled. 
The southern delegates to the Repub- 
lican State Convention will probably 
insist upon naming one of. the two 
candidates. The name of Judge W. H. 
Clark of Los Angeles has been promi- 
mently mentioned for the nomination, 
and the fine record which he has made 
as a Judge of the Superior Court of this 
county gives evidence of his abftlity and 
knowledge of law. It is expected that 
Judge Clark will be strongly backed 
by the southern delegates. The only 
rival candidate of importance in the 
South is Judge B. T. Williams of Ven- 
tura, whose popularity in his own 
county will insure him strong support. 
Judge Edward Sweeney of Shasta is 
prominent among the candidates from 
the northern part of the State. 

A position upon the Supreme bench 
is very desirable, mot only because 
of the honor attaching to the office, but 
because a justice’s term is twelve years, 
with a salary of $6000. 

Judge William T. Wallace of the 
Superior Court of San Francisco is an 
aspirant for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the Supreme Court. 

Justices McFarland and Van Fleet 
are both candidates for reélection, and 
the former is credited with the back- 
ing of the Southern Pacific. Both are 
Republicans. Judge A. J. Buckles of 
Solano and Judge Webb of Fresno are 
also said to be in the race, 


The task of accomplishing a fusion of 
Democrats, Populists and Silver Re- 
publicans in the county campaign pre- 
sents many difficulties. Naturally the 
chief source of trouble is the fact that 
each party has at least one aspirant 
for every office. There will not be pie 
enough to go around, and a strenuous 
roar may be expected from those who 
are obliged to go hungry. Those who 
are attempting to bring about a fusion 
are already meeting with serious obsta- 
cles. 

Capt. John Cross says that he is in- 
clined to seek a renomination. to the 
Assembly, notwithstanding reports to 
the contrary, which The Times pub- 
lished on whrat was then believed to 
be good authority. 

R. A. Ling, Esq., is a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for District 
Attorney. He is well known through- 
out the country, and did energetic 
service for the Republican party during 
the last campaign. It is said that he 
will have strong support from the First 
Ward, where he lives. Mr. Ling’s chief 
rival, thus far, is Jim Rieves of Dow- 
ney, Who has the reputation of being 
an able lawyer and who is expected to 
develop considerable strength in thé 
country. 

Isidore Dockweiler expects to have 
the Democratic nomination for District 
Attorney. The Silver Republicans also 
have a candidate in J. Noonan Phil- 
lips. One of the tasks of the fusionists

is to reconcile the claims of the two 
aspirants. 

Frank Munson, Republican ex-Coun- 
cilman from the Third Ward, is mak- 
ing a strong bid for the Supervisorial 
nomination in the Third District. Wal- 
ter F. X. Parker, who returned to Los 
Angeles on purpose to “do politics,” is 
laboring in Munson’s interest, and be- 
fore the campaign progresses far, Mun- 
son will wish he wasn’t. E. 8S. Field, 
the present representative of the dis- 
trict, will seek a renomination, and E. 
A. Forrester is also said to be out for 
the office. . 

Ex-Mayor Rowan wants the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Supervisor from 
this district.

An important element in the forming 
of the Republican city ticket is the 
representation accorded to each ward 
in the convention. Upon the basis 
adopted two years ago, which gave 
one delegate for each twenty-five Re- 
publican votes, the number of dele- 
gates from each ward would be as fol- 
lows: First Ward, 28; Second Ward, 48; 
Third Ward, 55; Fourth Ward, 66; 
Fifth Ward, 42; Sixth Ward, 44; Sev- 
enth Ward, 49; Eighth Ward, 21; Ninth 
Ward, 20. This apportionment would 
make the total number of delegates 
373. Two years ago it was 325. 

Assemblyman Goff of San Bernardino 
will not get a renomination wi ut 
opposition.

A 
great deal depends upon its right solu- 
tion, and it is to be hoped that the 
city fathers will not shrink from the 
performance of their duty, however 
great may be the pressure brought to 
bear upon them by designing and in- 
terested persons. Reference is made 
to the proposed ordinance to restrain 
chickens from running at large within 
the corporate limits of the city, and 
to compel the. owners of these preda- 
tory animals to keep them confined 
upon their own premises. 7 
If the Council will promptly adopt 
an iron-clad ordinance of this kind, it 
will surely fill a long-felt want in Los 
Angeles, and thousands of chickenless 
householders will rise up with prac- 
tical unanimity and call the Council- 
men blessed.-

It is an indisputable fact that half 
a dozen industrious hens can do more 
damage in a flower garden or a vege- 
table garden, in a given length of 
time, than could be done in the same 
length of time by a drove of wild 
mustangs, or of elephants, or of any 
known beast of field, forest, or jungle. 
The hen is no respecter of persons, 
places, or conditions. 
among freshly-sown flower seeds is 
her delight, and she goes frantie with 


hilarious joy in the presence wf an} 


abundance-of tender young sprouts. 
For waste land, where she can do no 


injury, the hen has supreme and un- 


mitigated contempt. She is ont for 
game, and knows just where to find it. 

The ordinance should ccver the en- 
tire city. No section should be ex- 
empted from its operation. There is 
no particular cbiection to the keeping 
of a few fowls within the city limits, 
provided those who keep them con- 
fine them upon their own premises, 
and do not allow the premises to be- 
come foul, so as to constitute a pub- 
lic nuisance. But no one has a moral 
right to allow his domestic animals 
to do injury to or trespass upon the 
property of his neighbors, and the City 
Council, so far as its jurisdiction ex- 
tends, should make it an offense 
against the law to do so.

INTIMATION THAT THE APPROPRI- 
ATION MAY BE SIDETRACKED. 


Semater Perkins 
and the Friends of the Harber 
Rally te the Rescuc—Action to 
Be Taker Today. 


The mere surmise that there existed 
a possibility that the Senate Commit- 
tee on Appropriations might omit Sen 
Pedro in the Sundry Civil Bill has suf- 
ficed to arouse all the friends of the 
meastre. A telegram was received 
yesterday from Senator Perkins, ad- 
dressed to Senator White, but as the 
latter had left the city for San Fran- 
cisco, it was only with difficulty that 
Secretary Wiggins of the Chamber of 
Commerce got the following telegram 
into his hands.

To- 
day, in all probability, this will be done, 
the Chamber of Commerce, Board of 
Trade and Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association joining in a mes- 
sage along the line indicated. Senator 
White will leave for Washington on 
Thursday. The following wire was re- 
ceived from R. C. Kerens, who tele- 
graphed from Phoenix, Ariz., as fol- 
lows: 

“Have wired friends strongiy at 
Washington and elsewhere.

Tay- 
lor and staff will be present, as well as 
many distinguished naval officers and 
prominent civilians.

The cruiser Brooklyn, now in Hamp- 
ton Roads, will probably be on hand to 
represent the navy and to salute her 
companions of some possible sea fight 
as they teke the water. A feature of 
the attendance will be the presence of 
the naval reserve battalion of this city, 
whose recent organization is the pres- 
ent outgrowth of the war scare. 

The ships are now practically ready 
for launching. the ways are being 
greased with toms of tallow and all that 
remains is to knock the braces. The 
ships are now considered S per cent. 
completed, and it is understood that 
the Newport News Company has been 
requested by the Navy Department to 
rush them to completion. 


MRS. B. S. ROBERTS DEAD. 


Saw Mach Interesting Life 
With Her Husband. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 22.—Mrs. B. S. 
Roberts, widow of Maj.-Gen. Benjamin 
J. Roberts, U.S.A., is dead at her home 
at Fort Hamilton. Her husband served 
through the Méxicat-wer with the 
mounted rifles. He came out with the 
rank of brevet ljeutemant colonel, being 
brevetted for bravery and hercism. 

After the Mexican war, Mrs. Roberts 
accompanied her husband on the march 
of his regiment across the plains, when 
Forts Mahoney and Walla Walla were 
established. His were the first troops 
to eross the Rocky Mountains, ang 
they encountered many Indians who 
had never befvre seen waite people. 

Mrs. Roberts wes also with her hus- 
band in 1863. He belonged to the first 
dragoons who crossed the State of 
Iowa to Des Moimes. They went by 
way of Plattsburg, N. Y.>~to Harris- 
burg, Pa.. and by the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers. The trip was made 
by stage end packet and took a month, 

Capt. Boone, son of Daniel Boone, 
commanded the company, and Chief 
Black Hawk was at the post in Iowa 
at that time. Everything west of the 
Mississippi was then called the Indian 
Territory. Lieut. H. L. Roberts, Nine- 
teenth Infantry, Fort Wayne, Detroit, 
is a son of Mrs. Roberts.

PROCESS BUTTER. Reference was 
made a Short time ago in The Times to 
so-called “process butter,’’ which 
has made a considerable inroad on the 
Iocal market, much to the disgust of 
dealers who handle th ‘sure-enough 
product. A brief reference was made 
to the method of making this butter. 
The following more detailed description 
of the method of manufacture is given 
iby an expert butter man to the Grocery 
World: 

“The first step in the making of the 
average grade of process butter is the 
ceecuring of the spoiled natural butter 
which forms the foundation. This is 
purchased in various places, much of it 
coming from farmers who can't sell it 
for consumption. This raw material is 
placed in a vat and heated to a tem- 
perature of ®8 deg. The Pure Food De- 
partment experts claim that some- 
where in the process 
this rancid butted must be boiled, but 
the manufacturers deny this. At any 
rate. under the temperature of 98 deg. 
the butter melts. The scum is then 
removed. and the liquid butter fat 
drawn off. . This fat has separated itself

The nrice of May rose 
quite rapidly to 1.07, July in the mean time 
advancing to 85%. At those figures there was 
freer realization by longs who had taken 
property on the recent decline, and who seized 
the opportunity of making good profits, and 
prices slowly eased off, May to 1.(6'4 and 
July to 855%. Liverpool showed no change at 
th eopening, but closed slightly lower. After 
the decline mentioned the market became ex- 
ceptionally dull for a time, but about 11 
o'clock became strong again on some unfavor- 
able news regarding the California crop. 
Heavy frosts were reported in that State, with 
great injury to the crop, which started buying 
again, and prices advanced to the former high 
mark.

Question Over Disposition of Pos- 
“ible Contraband Boat. 

SAN PEDRO, March 22.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The question as to what shall 
be done with the mameless boat brought 
to this port by Herbert L. Young, now in 
the County Jail on a charge of smuggling, 
is likely to be a puzzle to the government 
officials. Young is accused of having brought 
contraband Chinese into the country, having 
got them ashore mear Anaheim Landing. 

Previous to Young's apprehension the boat, 
unoccupied, was seen in the inner harbor 
here. Before the customs officers copld take 
possession, it was tied to the Santa  Bar- 
case a gasoline sloop owned by L. H. Ames- 


The story told by Young was to the ef- 
fect that he came to San Pedro to have @ 
settlement with Mr. Amesbury, to whom he 
owed a bi Mr. Amesbury said Chat 
Young had given him a bill of sale of ‘the 
boat in settlement for the bill. The boat 
was nominally taken into custody by the 
Officers. The craft is mot a large one, and 
probably its measure would not be sufficient 
to make it, under the customhouse rules, 
over five tons’ register. If so, no license need 
be issued for it. The boat has a small gaso- 
line engine with screw propeller, and is 
in part housed over. If the government 
could take possession of it’ it would doubt- 
less be valuable for the protection of the 
revenues of the government. The custom- 
house is very poorly equipped for chasing sus- 
pected smugglers im the waters about here. 
The outfit consists of one rowboat and a 
sloop which is a fairly good sailing ves- 
sel. A power launch, or something of the sort 
is greatly. needed. Should Mr. Amesbury's 
claim to the ownership of the craft be re- 
jected by the government, the question arises 
as to whether the boat may be kept and 
used by the government or whether it must 
be sold at auction.

RAILROAD BLIGHT UPON DEVELOP- 


MENT AND PROGRESS. 


No More Work on Moreno Dam 
While the Pool Lasts—Bavalupus 
Howers Wants More Office—Usual 
Steamship Line Project—Sports 
at Coronado. 


SAN DIEGO, March 22.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A decided sensation was caused 
last night by the transmission to the Council 
of a letter from the Southern California 
Mountain Water Company, asking to be re- 
leased from the contract for building the 
new city water system. Tho letter was en- 
ttrely unexpected by every member, and so 
surprising and important in its scope that de- 
bate upon it was deferred. It was referred 
to the Joint Water Committee and City At- 
torney for consideration. The letter “4cads: 

5 “SAN DIEGO (Cal.,) March 21, 1898. 

To the Honorable Mayor and Common 
Council of the city of San Diego, San Diego 
county, Cal.—Gentlemen: Owing to the con- 
flicting decisions of the State and United 
States courts, whereby it is at present uncer- 
tain whether there is such a thing’ as a water 
right that can be sold by us or purchased by 
a customer. added to the expensive and long- 
continued litigation regarding the city bonds 
the rapid advance in the price of fron, and 
the present unsatisfactory conditions of busi- 
ness in this section, on account of the policy 
of the Santa Fé Rai'road, the present railroad 
combine, and accourpanying discrimination, 
and for other minor reasons, Messrs. Spreck- 
els Bros. have notified us that they are un- 
willing to invest any more money at present. 

‘Under these, circumstances we are forced 
to ask your honorable body to release our 
company from its contract with the city. 

“That we entered into the contract with the 
city in perfect good faith our work for the 
past twenty-one months since the voting of 
the bonds bears witness: we having expended 
nearly one thcusand dollars per day since 
that time, the bulk of which has gone to the 
laboring classes. 

“Hoping that our request will be granted 
under these circumstances, we are

‘“‘What connection has the railroad combine 
with your water development?” asked a Times 
representative of E. S. Babcock this morn‘ng. 

“What connection has water development

with the citrus fruit industry?’ he queried 


in return. ‘‘What good will it do to develop 
water and plant orchards for the sole benefit 
of two pooled railroads? They are the only 
people making any money out of,the Southern 
California fruit industry. They have so ar- 
ranged their rates that neither the grower ner 
the shipper can make a living. Until the 
railroads show a disposition to treat the peo- 
ple of Southern California fairly, it ‘would be 
suicidal to put more money into large enter- 
prises.”’ 

“Does this mean the immediate cessation of 
work on the Moreno dam?” 

“Yes. We ask the Council to release us 
from the water contract, and if this is granted 
the matter will be simply on the basis of pri- 


} vate ownership of what we have already done. 


In the mean time, in common with the rest 
of Southern California, we are willing to do 
our share toward securing the breaking up of 
the railrcad pool and obtaining rates on citrus 
fruits that will make that industry pay a 
decent living to the people raising the fruit. 
Our future as a community depends upon ¢se- 
curing justice from tuese railroads. If we 
cannot get it by presentation of the facts 
to them, we must force them by law to take 
their hands off of everything over a reason- 
able rate.’’ : 

“But how can you stop in the middle of your 
work? Wouldn’t it be cheaper to go ahead 
than to stop?’’ 


“The water system, replied Mr. Babcock, 


“stops just where it is until this thing is 
settled. Good money will not be thrown after 
dcubtful money: I have no doubt that the 
railroads will be brought, ene way, if not an- 
other, to see the folly of bringing ruin to 
Southern California. When they do, and mend 
their ways, we shall go ahead with energy in 
the development of San Diego, as far as lies 
in our power. But while the railroad pool ex- 
ists*s and the Santa Fé continues its present 
treatment of San Diego, the water system will 
remain as it Is. As we said in our letter to 
the Council, other reasons impel us to take 
this step, but we could face the other 4diffi- 
culties if we saw a reasonable hope of viti- 
mate profit, and the planting of orchards on 
the thousands of acres of land we intend to 
irrigate.”’ 
BOWERS WANTS MORE. 

It is the dest-e of W. W. Bowers to get 
back into Congress. H's henchmen have 
been earnestly at work on the quiet all 
through the district, even while he was pull- 
ing every string to secure the collectorship. 
Today it was reported on the streets that 
a deal had been made whereby W. W. Stew- 
art, one of Bowers 3 c!d friends, had con- 
sented to manage his Congressional cam- 
paign, with the understanding that Repub- 
Jicans would be made to put Stewart in as 
Sheriff. 

Bowers will go ahead and act as collector 
until nominated ana clected to Congress, if 
such luck befalls him, and will then resign es 
collector. That is the programme at present. 
Just where J. W. Thompson, present County 
Treasurer and another friend of Bowers, gets 
in for his share is not apparent. It was said 
that Thompson was slated for collector, but 
that Bowers, after his defeat for Congress, 
stepped in and took the collectorship away 
from Thompson. 

STILL ANOTHER LINE. 

San Diego paners rarely fail to turn up a 
steamer line, or a plausable project for one, 
at regular intervals. This time it is a plan 
for running some of the J. S. Kimball steam- 
ers down the coast. Capt. Milton Thwing, 
late of the steamer Albion, is soon to leave 
for San Francisco to take charge of a new &00- 
ton teamer about to be launched for the Kim- 
ball company. He says there is a good chante 
for San Diego to secure the company’s aid in 
establishing a Mexican coast line, provided 
the proper freight guaranties can be given. 

Capt. Thwing is quoted as sayipg that the 
company prefers to come to San Diego rather 
than San Pedro, because it negotiated with 
Los Angeles merchants, and they were not 
especially eager to enter into a deal for a 
steamer line down the coast. He says the 
Komball company wanted to include San 
Diego in its ports of call in ¢ase the line ter- 
minated at San Pedro, and that this proviso 
was distasteful to Los Angeles. Now the 
company, says Capt. Thwing, wants to deal 
with San Diego alone, but thus far no one 
has been able to secure enough freight guar- 
anties to keep a schooner busy. The finer- 
chants, for some unknown reason, fail. to 
un‘te on the proposition. The Santa Fé Rail- 
road is blamed, too, for alleged failure to co- 
operate with the city.

A FIGHT TO WIN. 


Terrible Hardships Endured on the 
Dyea and Skaguay Trails. 

A letter has been received in this city 
from A. W. Branner, who jeined in the 
rush for the Klondike some time ago, 
The letter is dated March 2, at Dyea, 


and the writer gives a somewhat dole- 
ful account of affairs on the Dyea and 
Skaguay trails. 


The cold had been very severe up to 
a day or two previous to writing, and 
many were frozen on the trail, while 
others at Skaguay were dying from 
some unknown form of disease, There 
were about three thousand horses ly- 
ing dead on the’ Skaguay trail and 
about eight hundred and fifty on the 
Dyea trail. and when the snow breaks 
and thaws out the eondition promises 
an endless amount of disease and suf- 
fering. In Skaguay there about 
threes thousand people and at Dyea from 
four thousand to five thousand, with 
from twelve thousand to fifteen thou- 
sand.men scattered along the trail from 
Dyea to the summit. For the three 
days previous to the dispatch of the 
letter this struggling mass of humanity 
fought their way along, each trying 
to get ahead of the one in front. Every 
one was for himself. and Old Nick 
might take the hindermost. 

At Dyea some hundreds of buildings 
are going. up. No one is permitted to 
cross the trail without 1080 pounds of 
provisions, the duty being about 30 per 
cont. as an average charge. Mr. Bran- 
ner advises no-one to make the trip 
without having $1500 in his pocket upon 
reaching Dyca, for the expense then is 
just. beginning. <All along the line of 
travel are men who appear to be crazed, 
They don’t know where they are go- 
ing, or how to go, and it is doubtful if 
20 per cent., at least, of them will ever 
reach their point of destination, when 
they have any. Men. and boys who 
were never in camp. before and’ had 
never suffered from exposure are strug- 
gling along, and quite a number will 
return by the next steamer, thoroughly 
disheartened by the desolate country 
end the hardships that confronts them. 

Mr. Branner announces his intention 
to cross the pass in a day or two, and 
hopes to indite his next letter from 
Dawson City.

KILLED WITHOUT PAIN. 
Eighty Degs Dispatched by Means 
of Coal Gas. 

The new method of killing stray dogs, 


by asphyxiating instead. of shooting 
them, was tried for the first time yes- 
terday by City Poundkeeper Vacher. 


Eighty of the animals were placed in 
a specially-constructed wagon and con- 
veyed to the gas works. There the 
wagon was closed and gas was jntro- 
duced into it threugh a section of hose. 
Fifty seconds after the gas was turned 
on, the velping of the dogs had ceased 
and in two minutes and forty seconds 
every dog was dead. The experiment 
was Witnessed by Humane Officer 
Clark, and Sanitary Inspector Furtsch 
represented the Health Department.
